WIDESPREAD DESTRUCTION 


N ew R ic h m o n d Sutter* !U<»»t, b u t tith e r 
F lare* S u sta in Lo**. 


St. Paul, June 18.—The terrific storm 
along the upper Mississippi river and 
tributaries in Wisconsin and Minnesota 
has done enormous damage. 
The worst 
destruction appears to have been at 
New Richmond, Wis., where the frig h t­ 
ful tw ister struck just before ii o’clock 
Monday n ig h t 
How great the loss of 
life it is impossible yet to tell, the storm 
having effectually destroyed all com­ 
munication in the stricken district 
Re­ 
ports th at come in state the total num ­ 
ber of killed and injui ed range between 
250 and 500. 
The tow n at the time of 
the storm was crowded w ith people who 
had come from the surrounding country 
to attend a circus performance. 
New Richmond is on the Wisconsin 
Central line and on the Duluth and Su­ 
perior branch of the Omaha road. 
It is 
«0 miles to St. Paul and is in the heart 
of a rich farm ing section of S t Croix 
county, and quite a business center. 
There are two principal streets crossing 
each other at right angles, the more im ­ 
portant ones running east and w est 
It 
w as through this street the storm passed. 
The thoroughfare is three miles long. 
The damage to railroads, telegraph and 
telephone lines and crops is widespread. 
N ext to New Richmond the most se­ 
vere damage done by the storm is H ud­ 
son, W is., and also Lacrosse, Wis. In
